Claims 14 are allowed. 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

2. Regarding claims 1 -7, the prior art of record failed to teach or suggest the 
protecting system comprising the element and the thermal fuse connected in series 
between the attenuating resistor and an output of the auxiliary secondary winding of one 
of the single-phase transformers in combination with other limitations recited in the 
claims. 

3. Regarding claims 8-14, the prior art of record failed to teach or suggest the 
protection system connected in the open delta configuration, between the auxiliary 
secondary windings of two of the transformers, the protection system comprising a 
circuit having an element with a threshold voltage and current characteristic connected 
in series with a thermal protection device and a resistor in combination with other 
limitations recited in the claims.
